that they made thefe plaints, themfeives the 
very Perfons that had ly wafted and unprofitably 
confumed the aforcfaid Tames and Taillages ; fuch 1s 
the Honefty, fuch the Modefty, of pretended Pa- 
triots. The King in his Anfwer to the treafonable 
Letters difperied by the Piercies faid, He marvwelled 
much, fith the Earl of N berland, and the Lord 
Henry Piercie bis Son, had.veceived moft Part of the 
Sums of Money granted to bim by the Clergy and Commo- 
nalty, as he could evidently prove, what /bould move them 
to complain and vaife fuch manifeft Slanders? The 
Piercies had received that Money, under Pretext of 
defending the Borders ggainft the Scots, who joined 
with them in their Kebeilion. The Impudence of 
charging the Minifters with the Imbezzlements they 
had themfelves been guiity of, was a fine Stroke of 
Craft(manifm ; the Proof being evidently againft 
them, our modern Patriots wou'd not have fail’dto 
have imitated it, had it been our Misfortune to have 
feen them in Place, where they could have touch’d 
the Money. It was their want of that Place which 
was their great Grievance, and made them rave of 
nothing elie but Grievances in all their Libels. 
Is it poffible to fuppoie, that a Man, who prodi- 
lly fQuandered his own Fortune, would be more 
careful of the Treafure of the Nation, or be more 
mindful of faving the Money that didnot belong to 
him, than that which did. But the Readers and 
Admirers of the Craft(man, had no Room in their 
Heads for fuch Doubts as thefe ; they were not capa- 
ble of them, while under Pofleflion of the evil 
_— of that Libel: If they had had their Wirs 
about them, and the free Ufe of them, they would 
have found immediately, that our good Principle 
cou’d produce Defamation and Scandal, and that 
Railing and Rage, were fure Marks of Infpiration 
by the Father of Lies. True Patrictifm is founded 
in Juftice and Benevolence, like true Religion ; it 
has no Mixture of Bitternefs and Rancour, and is 
as incapable of Malice and Falfhood, abhorring all 
Paffions that do not tend to the Peace and Happinefs 
of Mankind. Can a Man be truly zealous for the 
publick Intereft, who is a Slave to his own private 
one? yet of fuch Slaves and Prodigals, did the 
Craft{man’s Mafters and Supporters confift, when he 
was in his Fu/]; but now he is in his Wane, he has 
no Mafter but his Boofeller ; no Supporter but his 
jaded Imagination, infirm and feeble at beft The 
poor Work he now makes of it, is not fo much a 
Mortification to himfelf, as to the Faction whotook 
a Pride in him for fo many Years, as Fools are fond 
of Fafhions, be they ever fo Apifh and Fantaftical 
when they firft come up, and afterwards reject and 
defpife them : They are now afhamed to take up his 
Paper as it lies dirty and ra on a Coffee-houfe 
Table ; but he hopes his Rufticks will not, in a Year 
or two, come to the Knowledge of his being thrown 
off by his Mafters, and abandoned to himfelf; and 
that his Reverends and Worfhipfuls, will fee no 
difference between Mr. Gambol’s Libels and his own ;
